The following report of the Com­ 
m ittee on Zanjas was read and adopt­ 
ed at the meeting of the Common 
Couucil on Thursday evening last: 
To the Honorable the Council of the 
City of Los Angeles: 
Gentlemen:— Your Committee on 
Zanjas, to whom was referred the pe­ 
tition of J. W. Potts and others, ask­ 
ing the privilege of purchasing water 
from the ditch above the Woolen Mills 
to irrigate their hill lands, after care­ 
ful consideration of the subject, beg 
leave respectfully to report against 
grunting the petition for the following 
reasons, to-wit: 
First, Because the city has hereto­ 
fore coutracted to give the Woolen 
Mill Company two hundred inches of 
water daily for motive power, and by 
granting this petition the City would 
not be able to furnish that amount to 
the Woolen Mills. 
Second, Since the settlement of the 
suit of the City with the Felix Ranch 
owners parties on the ditch above the 
city are in the habit of taaing water 
at any time to suit their couvenience, 
and consequently we believe the irri­ 
gators wtio are now entitled to the wa­ 
ter in the city and below the Woolen 
Mills,and who have valuable improve­ 
ments depending upon the water,may 
even now at times suffer from a scarc­ 
ity of water. 
Third, By granting this privilege to 
Mr. Potts and petitioners the city 
would injustice be compelled to grant 
the same privilege to others owning 
hill lands. 
Fourth, Your committee believe 
that the city cannot grant new privi­ 
leges of this kind until a general plan 
of improving our irrigating facilities 
is adopted, which shall save our W in­ 
ter water in reservoirs, ami by build­ 
ing a submerged dam and fluming our 
zanjas economize the use and increase 
the amount of the city water. 
All of which is respectfully subm it­ 
ted.

A correspondent of the Bulletin fur­ 
nishes the following on a m atter of 
great importance to corporations. The 
H e r a l d published the law referred to 
at the time it received the Governor’s 
signature, but for the information of 
those interested we reprint the corres­ 
pondent’s remarks: 
Section 299 of the Civil Code, as 
amended at the last session of the 
Legislature, requires each corporation 
now in existence to file within ninety 
days from April 3d, 1876, in every 
county where sucli corporation may 
hold property, “a certified copy of the 
certificate of its articles of incorpora­ 
tion,” aud a failure so to do bars the 
corporation from m aintaining or de­ 
fending any action or proceeding in 
relation to such property. 
As the time for filing will expire on 
July 2d, 1876, the corporations affected 
by the lawought to be taking the nec­ 
essary steps towards complying with 
it. The question that arises is, what 
is the character of the paper that is to 
be filed? The amendment says, “a 
certified copy of the certificate of its 
articles of incorporation” must be filed. 
Is this paper to be issued by the Sec­ 
retary of State or by the County Clerk 
of the county where the original arti­ 
cles of incorporation are on file? 
To organize a corporation, articles 
of incorporation must first be filed 
with the County Clerk of the county 
where the principal place of business 
of the company is located, and the 
County Clerk m ust furnish the Secre­ 
tary of State with a certified copy of ' 
these articles of incorporation. The 
Secretary of State must then issue a 
certificate th at such articles of incor­ 
poration have been filed in his office, 
and thereupon the corporation Is cre­ 
ated. Now, you will observe that the 
only certificate referred to is the one/ 
issued by the Secretary of .State, and| 
this certificate is the only evidence ,p.

N e w Y o r k , 28th.—The .Mexican 
riiier Peralta succet-d yesterday in run­ 
ning 25 mustangs i »5 miles inside of 
seveu hours. The exact tim e of bis 
riding from the start to the finish was 
6 hours, 18 m inutes and 43 secomls. 
After the m aking of the race, it was 
advertised that Peralta would ride 25 
mustangs 155 miles in seveu hours 
for a stake of $10,000, $5,000 of which 
he backed and tbe other backed time. 
It is not probable that any money was 
put up on the race. I t was evidently 
gotten up like its predecessors, for the 
sake ol the gate money it was sure to 
bring in hand. 
The m auager was 
asked this forenoon to name the per­ 
son who put up the stakes. He de­ 
clined doing so, saying that the men 
who put up the money would not have 
their names known for all you could 
pile inside the track. The statement 
was too absurd to be credited by 
those who heard it The race was evi­ 
dently an investment, and as sucb it 
proved even more successful than its 
predecessors. 
The crowd has been 
immense. A t its start there were 2, 
000 people; at 1 o’clock the number 
had readied 15,000, and from that 
time until the ci^se the spectators fil­ 
ing into tbe park enclosure made a 
continuous processiou. 
The entire 
number of spectators was 15,000, of 
whom 12,000 paid a dollar apiece. The 
company was more than ordinarily 
respectable. 
There were very few 
betting men, and very little betting. 
Peralta’s riding was admired by ever­ 
ybody. The horses behaved better 
with him than with Parker. 
The 
care th at was taken of Peralta was in 
marked contrast with the treatm ent 
of Parker. Parker was left to himself 
and a common stable man. He ate 
hard tack, ham-saudwicbes and mince 
pie, and drank ice-water by tbequart. 
He rode away in the same direc ion, 
and came in at the end of his 226th 
mile, blind in consequence. Peralta 
was in the care of Dr. titanly,and was 
treated in a scientific maimer. 
His 
food was beef-tea, taken with proper 
frequency, in proper quantities. He 
was furnished with fresh caps, with 
long visors, at intervals of five or six 
miles, which not only kept his head 
cool, but also, by reason of the changes 
in the colors of the visors, greatly re­ 
lieved his eyes. He was also required 
to change his direction repeatedly. 
He drove bis horses much faster than 
Parker drove them. 
Parker’s best 
lime was 2:171 
The best time, how­ 
ever, was 2:14f and 2:12$.

In m ilitary circles there is great 
disgust expressed at the reduction of 
the army appropriation for the com­ 
ing year, and with no small show of 
reason. 
At best the support of our 
m ilitary force has never been equal to 
the demands of the times, even when 
we have been at peace, and never to 
this hour, has the compensation of 
the office up to General been adequate 
to the m aintenance of the require­ 
ments of his station. The life of a 
soldier, whether private or officer, 
does not lead him through tne paths 
of pleasantness although they may 
nominally be the paths of peace, but 
the present half century will see no 
peace. Although through the bles­ 
sing of a beneficent providence we 
are in a s u te of tranquility at borne 
as well as with the outer world, our 
soldiers have hardships to endure and 
peculnary burdens to bear that come 
oa heavily upon them as though they 
were in active service in the field, iu 
active campaign life. From ignorance 
of the situation few cau appreciate the 
real status of our soldiers or under­ 
stand their conditiou and wants un­ 
less they have hod an experieuce.aud 
tioue are so totally uninformed a* those 
of our Eastern representatives wiio 
should have practical knowledge of 
this department. Since the war the 
entire arm y nos been reduced to less 
than forty thousand men. Most of this 
force is scattered over the plains in de­ 
tached bodies, liable to be called upon 
at any moment to depart for any point 
even a thousand miles from their 
permanent 
station; 
and 
the 
accomplishment of such changes is not 
attended with little expense. 
The 
chief vocation of our arm y now is to 
keep the Indians iu check, and to ac­ 
complish this desired end quick march­ 
as and great expense are necessary. 
Looking on the m atter from any 
point of view, the appropriations have 
uever been sufficient, aud now there 
are grounds for believing th at within 
the coming six months there will be 
use for all of the troops we have West 
of thd Rocky mountains as well as 011 
the Eastern slope. The Sioux in Ne­ 
braska. Montana, Colorado and Dako­ 
ta number at the least reckoning for­ 
ty-two thousand, nine hundred head; 
the Klowas, Camauches and Apach es 
five thousand three hundred odd; the 
Arapaboesand Cheyennes three thou­ 
sand three hundred and fifty. 
Here 
we have in what we may term a sin­ 
gle d istric , oyer fifty thousand ene­ 
mies already preparing to enter upon 
the work of dlstruction and murder, 
and to meet tbis element we have in 
all about thirty-eight thousand men. 
A large portion of this force isd?taiied 
for duty in the South to aid iu the en­ 
forcement of political measures. The 
other fraction is scattered over at dis­ 
trict extending from Oregon to Mexi­ 
co and located in a country where ev 
ery movement is attended with extra­ 
ordinary expense. That Indian trou­ 
bles will periodically occur there can 
be no doubt and our military expense 
will be in preportion. It was au act 
of mistaken economy to reduoe the ap­ 
propriations, in view of these facts aud 
a still greater error to reduce the 
strength of our army. 
Double tbe 
force that we have in the field will be 
needed in less than a year to protect 
tbe frontiersmen on the Rocky moun­ 
tain slopes and plains. 
Indeed before 
Congress adjourns we believe it will 
be demonstrated th at both iu the re­ 
duction of the arm y and the appropri­ 
ation serious blunders have been com­ 
mitted.

Giving all thedoubtful States to the 
Radicals 
tiie electoral vote would 
stand Democratic, 181: Radicals 179, a 
majority of two votes for the Demo­ 
cratic candidates. 
But if we leave In ­ 
diana ami Ohio as 
the only two 
doubtful States, which is really the 
true situation, and add the votes of 
New Jersey and Wisconsin to the 
Democratic side, we will have 194 
Democratic votes against 129 Radical, 
with 37 doubtful votes. 
Iu eacli of 
these States the result will depend 
very 
much 
upon the 
candidate. 
Thurman against Blaine would curry 
both of them. 
If M oron is opposed 
to Thurm an, each would carry one. 
Tilden against Blaine would make 
the result very doubtful. 
Heudricks 
against Morton would ulso m ake it a 
toss-up, with Ohio most likely for 
Hendricks. 
Any Eastern candidate 
on the Democratic ticket as opposed 
to Blaine, or any other Eastern candi­ 
date, woultl most probably divide the 
vote of the two 
States. 
Bristow 
against either Thurman, Hendricks, 
Bayard or Tilden, could carry neither. 
But, giving Ohio and Indiana to the 
Radicals, the vote would be, Demo­ 
cratic, 194; Radical, 166; a clear major­ 
ity of 28 electoral votes. 
The choice 
of candidates will almost certainly lie 
between Blaine, Moiton and Bristow 
on the Radical, anti Thurman, Tilden, 
Hendricks and Bayard on the Demo­ 
cratic side.
